Judge Rowe, repeating that the 
evidence was insufficient to show 
the essential elements of the 
charge, announced the discharge of 
Brady, adding: “If Mr. Bre 
guilty of any offense under these 
facts, you can take whatever ap- 
propriate action you see .it.” 

In the Nick-Brady case, Nick 
took a severance, and three mis- 
trials occurred before the final 
dismissal on grounds of insuffi- 
cient evidence.

ALL POLICEMEN TOLD 
TO ENFORCE SPEED LAM 


Chief Glassco Issues Special 
Order in Effort to Check 
Traffic Fatalities, 


Every police officer, “regardless 


of rank or assignment,” was in- 
structed to enforce the 30-mile-an- 
hour speed regulation in a special 
order issued today by Chief of Po- 
lice John H. Glassco. 

The order was issued ‘in connec- 
tion with the special meeting of 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann’s Traf- 
fice Commission, called for 11 
o’clock tomorrow morning in an 
effort to halt the mounting toll 
of traffic fatalities. Seventeen 
persons have been killed in auto- 
mobile accidents so far this year, 
compared with 14 at this time last 
year. 

“St. Louis must and shall get to 
the top in traffic control,” the 
chief’s order asserted. “Our offi- 
cers know the law and have the 
ability to enforce it. 

“This office urges. upon the force 
never-ceasing alertness and vigi- 
lance in curbing reckless and ille- 
gal motor driving. Thirty miles 
an hour is plenty fast for careful 
driving and 30 miles an hour is the 
speed to enforce. Let all of us unite 
in making 30 miles an hour the 
rule in St. Louis and reduce traffic 
accidents, injuries and fatalities.” 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, presi- 
dent of the Police Board, issued an 
analysis of city traffic ordinances, 
listing 141 separate offenses, for

MOVE TO PREVENT 
CENSUS INCOME 
QUESTIONS GANS 


Senate Subcommittee Re- 
ported to Have Approved 
Tobey's Resolution by 
Vote of 3 to 2. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP).— 
A Senate Commerce Subcommittee 
has approved a resolution recom- 
mending that questions regarding 
personal income be eliminated 
from the 1940 census, authoritative 
sources said today. 

The committee agreed that its 
action should be kept secret until 
tomorrow, but a reliable informant 


told reporters that the resozution 
by Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, had been approved by 
a vote of three to two. Senator 
Bailey (Dem.), North Carolina, 
chairman of the subcommittee, was 
gaid to have supported the resolu- 
tion. 

The committee voted to keep its 
action secret because the Commerce 
Department had asked for addi- 
tional time to file a statement, it 
was said. The subcommittee in- 
tends to take no further vote. 

The resolution will be voted on 
by the full Commerce Committee 
tomorrow and, if approved, will go 
to the Senate floor. It merely 
would express “the sense of the 
Senate” that questions regarding 
personal income be stricken from 
the census. 

Tobey said, however, that if. the 
resolution was adopted he was con- 
fident that the Census Bureau 
would withdraw the questions, 
which he contends would violate 
rights of personal privacy. 

Census officials contended that 
the income information would be 
valuable in efforts to solve the 
unemployment problem. They said 
such data had been obtained in 
previous censuses. 

The census is scheduled to start 
April 1, and census authorities said 
they would not have time to print 
new forms eliminating the income 
questions. 

Proponents of Tobey’s proposal 
said it would be a simple matter 
for census enumerators to cross off 
the questions, which are worded 
as follows: 

“Amount of Money wages or sal- 
ary received (including commis- 
sions) (1939). 

“Did this person receive income 
of $50 or more from sources other 
than money, wages or salary?”

Additional 800,000 Agricultural 
Workers Needed; Some to 
Come From Italy. 


BERLIN, March 4 (AP).—Some 
300,000 Polish war prisoners now 
are helping to do German farm- 
ing, authorized sources said today. 


Germany needs at least 800,000 
more agricultural workers, and for 
this Polish civilians are being <an- 
vassed and arrangements are being 
made with neighboring states for 
hiring farm hands. 

Already 140,000 Polish civilians, 
of whom about 40 per cent are 
women, have signed up. They are 
allowed to send 50 marks (about 
$20) a month to their families in 
Poland. 

From Italy. there are to come 
30,000 workers, from Slovakia 25, 
000, and from Holland about 3000.

We are 
accustomed to think of the farm 
problem as one thing and the prob- 
lem of getting men back to work in 
industry as something entirely dif- 
ferent. Mr. Perkins shows vividly 
how interrelated are the two. 

He approaches the subject from 
the angle of the farmer: The farm- 
er's troubles stem from his pro-

If, as has been reported, 
Marshal Budenny is now the Rus- 
sian Commander-in-Chief in the 
field, this veteran cavalryman is 
the very man to understand the 
tremendous importance of relentless 
pursuit of a retiring foe. 

But if the Finns can prevent a 
real break-through, with opportu- 
nities for the employment of horse 
and mechanized cavalry in large 
units, until the spring thaws, then 
such a pursuit will become impos- 
sible, as the whole lake region be- 
comes one vast morass, pierced 
only by roads and railways on nar- 
row necks of land between the 
lakes—necks which can be easily 
defended against ground attack, 
but, of course, affording points of 
concentration for air attack. If 
this were to happen, the Russians 
would have done little more than:

RR secretary of State Sumner 

Welles’ conversations in Rome 
and Berlin, together with the news 
of Ambassador Laurence A. Stein- 
hardt’s recent luncheon with Rus- 
sian Premier-Foreign Minister 
Viacheslov M. Molotov in Moscow, 


have naturally attracted attention 
here. Persistent rumors abroad re- 
garding an American-initiated ef- 
fort to find a basis for ending the 
Russian-Finnish war have also 
created the expectancy in some 
quarters that peace’ suggestions of 
some sort may shortly be made 
through one avenue or another. 
Whatever may eventuate, however, 
no official Finnish encouragement 
has been given to speculations 
along these lines. 

The Finnish Government has 
made no declaration to indicate 
any change from its clear-cut posi- 
tion at the end of November when 
Russian troops invaded Finland. At 
that time, the Helsinki Government 
insisted that it could accept no 
terms which would destroy or un- 
dermine Finland’s independence 
and on Feb. 12, Foreign Minister 
Vanlo A. Tanner stated that the 
time for peace proposals had not 
arrived. As far as can be learned 
or deduced, this policy has not 
changed while the Finnish people's 
determination to defend their na- 
tional freedom remains inflexible. 


Very Far From Beaten. 

In the absence of any official 
pronouncement, it is, nevertheless, 
safe to say that the Finns are in 
no mood to entertain any extrava- 
gant demands on the part of Mos- 
cow. They are very far from 
beaten either in the field or in pub- 
lic morale. They have a keen sense 
of the justice of their cause.

America’s Stake in the Far East. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE most fateful problem of American 

foreign policy at the present moment 
is not the war in Europe but the war in 
Asia. If Japan can consolidate her con- 
quests in China under her new puppet 
ruler, Wang Ching-wei, she will be the 
leading military Power in the Orient, 
threatening the United States in the 
Philippines, Britain in India, the Dutch 
in the East Indies, as well as Australia 
and New Zealand. 

She will use China as she has used 
Manchuria, exploiting its resources and 
manpower, so that she will no longer 
need to buy from us, but will be an even 
more dangerous competitor in world 
trade. 

For the first time, the United’ States 
holds the balance of power in the Far 
East. The war between China and Japan 
is deadlocked. Unless China gets much 
more help from outside, she cannot drive 
the Japanese out: 
while China gets any help at all, Japan 
cannot complete her conquest. 


The countries that might tip the scales 
in either direction—Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Russia —are not 
free to act decisively. The United States 

Is the only Power able to act freely in 
the Orient. She is also the chief supplier 
of raw materials for Japan’s war and 
her chief export market. The combina- 
tion gives us unprecedented strength in 
our dealings with Japan. 

Since the expiration of our trade ‘treaty 
with Japan, on Jan. 26, our commercial 
relations have been on a day-to-day ba- 
sis. A new Japanese Cabinet has re- 
placed the one which failed to negotiate 
a new treaty. There is every indication 
that Japan is seriously concerned about 


Her relations with us. , 


Does the cancellation of the commer- 
cial treaty mean that we are about to 
change a policy which has helped Japan 
to one which helps China, or at least seek 
some satisfactory peace settlement? A 
satisfactory peace settlement in the Far 


. East involves many problems. 


If we should now undertake with Ja- 
pan a thorough-going discussion of these 
problems, looking toward a permanent 
settlement, we have one or two econom- 
ic bargaining weapons. Under existing 
laws, the President could cut down on 
Japariese imports by levying higher tar- 
iffs, because Japan has discriminated 
against American goods in China, This 
would cut her purchasing power. A 
much stronger bargaining weapon would 
be the threat of an embargo on war ma- 
terials. The Pittman resolution now 
pending in Congress would give the Pres- 
ident this power. The Schwellenbach 
resolution would go even further, and 
compel the President to withhold from 
export all materials except agricultural 
products. Pittman’s bill merely makes 
Schwellenbach’s 
bill makes it compulsory.

THE VACANCY AT BERLIN. 

Adolf Hitler scored a sound point when he cited 
the lack of an American Ambassador in Berlin as an 
obstacle to a working relationship between the United 
States and Germany. f 

The German Reichsfuehrer is not the first to call 
attention to this vacancy in our diplomatic corps. 
Many Americans have noted it with apprehension. 
They have criticised the situation, and properly 80. 

The last American Ambassador to Germany was 
Hugh R. Wilson, who left his post in Berlin in No- 
vember, 1988. So far as the country knew, he re- 
turned to Washington only to advise the Depart- 
ment of State first-hand on affairs in Germany. After 
that, he would go back to continue the highly impor- 
tant if difficult business of representing the leader 
of a free democracy before a military dictator. 

But it did not work out that way. Mr. Wilson 
did not go back. Nearly a year after his return there 
came the formal announcement that President Roose- 
velt had accepted his resignation. 

Although there was no official evidence of the fact, 
it seemed evident then that the President had timed 
his acts with respect to the ambassadorship so as to 
make them thinly veiled notices to Germany of the 
direction of American sympathies. For the order 
bringing Mr. Wilson home had come during a partic- 
ularly violent period of Jewish persecution and the 
announcement of Mr. Wilson’s resignation followed 
Hitler’s invasion of Poland. ' 

Meantime, Hitler had followed our example and 
called his Ambassador home. There the situation 
stands. Neither the United States nor Germany has 
a top-ranking representative at the other’s capital. 

Whatever the sympathies of the majority of the 
American people may be with respect to the war, the 
official attitude of their Government is one of neu- 
trality. The Neutrality Act, amonded so as to suit 
public opinion as well as the administration, is in 
force. We may not like what Germany is doing, but 
we are at peace with Germany. We ought not, there- 
fore, be at less than peace diplomatically through 
failure to maintain an Ambassador at Berlin. 

For us to have an Ambassador in Germany would 
not mean that the United States approves the Nazi 
dictatorship, its persecutions or its aggressions against 
neighbors. It would not mean that any more than 
having an Ambassador in Russia means American 
approval of Communism or the war on Finland. Or 
than having an Ambassador in Japan signifies sup- 
port by this country of the Japanese invasion of 
China. The maintenance of Ambassadors is merely 
part of a convenient system for the practical work of 
conducting relations among governments. 

The long-established American way of conducting 
foreign relations is to deal directly through the estab- 
lished channels of diplomacy. We have not before 
made a practice of manipulating an Ambassador so 
as to convey veiled messages to a foreign Govern- 
ment. Once again we have President Roosevelt act- 
ing in what may be called his too-slick manner. It 
is a procedure which has got him in trouble before. 
If it causes him trouble this time, the whole Ameri- 
can people will be involved. 

The drama of Sumner Welles’ mysterious visit to 
Berlin was heightened by the vacancy in our Em- 
bassy in Berlin. That cannot be questioned. But 
is it drama that we are after in foreign affairs? If 
Mr. Roosevelt will reread the diplomatic history of 
the years 1914-16, he will see how much work Am- 
bassador Gerard had to do, not only for the American 
Government but for American citizens abroad. 

What Hitler called to Mr. Welles’ attention on Sat- 
urday, the Post-Dispatch discussed on this page as 
long ago as last Sept. 9. The war was hardly a 
week old when we printed an editorial entitled 
“Needed—An Ambassador to Germany.” An Ambas- 
sador is more urgently needed now than before. 
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Mrs. Roosevelt has ended a two-week vacation. So 
that’s why it’s been quiet on the Western front.

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TROUBLE AHEAD IN INDIA. 

Clouds are gathering fast in India. Britain’s re- 
fusal to listen to Indian demands for independence 
has led the Indian Nationalist Congress to disavow 
participation in the European war and, what is more 
important, to declare an India-wide campaign of 
civil disobedience. But the door is not yet closed. 
That curious mixture of saint and calculating diplo- 
mat, Gandhi, recommended that commencement of 
civil disobedience and its precise nature be withheld 
for a few days. His recommendation was accepted, 
and so Britain may still stave off a most serious co- 
lonial trouble in the midst of its war with Germany 
in behalf of minority rights in Europe. 

Will the Chamberlain Government have the wisdom 
to handle the Indian problem so as to avoid blood- 
shed within the Empire? Or will it attempt to mud- 
dle through and go in all probability embarrass the 
Allied cause? Indians went up to the Western front 
in 1914 and died there in the belief that they were 
winning the independence which Britain promised 
them would come after the war. Time is short. In- 
dia and Gandhi unquestionably mean business this 
time. :

Missouri region are attributetl to past exploitation of forests; ef- 
forts now under way to restore woods, grazing land and wildlife;

ANY distressing things happen to the 

people in a timber ceunty, and to their 

community facilities, when the timber 
ig exhausted, In all the timber counties, 
people are wrestling with a common set of 
problems, brought on by past exploitation 
of the forests, They exploited rather than 
conserved, Perhaps they made more money 
for a time, but in doing that they used up 
the very resources that are needed for mak- 
ing a living over a period of years. 

About four-fifths of the land in Reynolds 
County, Mo., is primarily adapted to for- 
estry, to development of recreation centers, 
wildlife and, to a limited extent, it is adapt- 
ed to grazing. Less than four acres out 
of a kundred can be counted on as good 
farm land. Thirteen acres are on the doubt- 
ful list. The rest of that average 100 acres 
—that would be 83 acres—is just not suit- 
able for farming. And furthermore, they 
say that more than half the land now in 
farms there shouldn’t be in farms at all. 
It’s definitely sub-marginal. 

Reynolds County was one of the last 
counties in the Ozarks to be settled. People 
were attracted to Reynolds County because 
of that fine timber, those dense forests of 
oak, black walnut, gum trees, hickories— 


tion, the people were getting nearly $750,- 
000 a year from lumber alone.

What are they doing about it, the people 
in the. timber counties of the Ozarks? They 
know that any substantial improvement is 
going to require a number of things. Rey- 
nolds County has been selected as one of 
the 20 counties in Missouri for land-use 
planning. So the first thing they’re going 
to do is to analyze their problems and pre- 
pare themselves for concerted action. 

First, to restore the natural resources: 
the forest, the grazing land, wildlife, recrea- 
tion, They’re getting the help of the For- 
est Service, the Biological Survey, the Mis- 
souri State Conservation Commission and 
the State university. They want selective 
logging in the forests, instead of “cut 
and get out.” They .want fire control and 
regulated grazing. They’re already at work 
on these things. 

They can restore the game, too. In Rey- 
nolds County, in the Clark National Forest, 
they've already made a good start with 
turkeys and deer. And they’re stocking the 
streams with fish.

Again, the Pension Racket

FFICERS of the American Legion have 

served notice on the country that the 
pension hunger of World War Veterans has 
not been appeased and that a drive for 
bigger and better gratuities from the public 
treasury is to be launched soon. 

In discussing war preparations and kin- 
dred matters the other day, Raymond J. 
Kelly, the 
made the observation that the cost of an 
war necessarily has o include the cost of 
taking care of the disabled and of the de 
pendents of those veterans who die. John 
Thomas Taylor, the Legion's legislative 
representative in Washington, was more 
specific. He said that a campaign for broad- 
er pensions, comparable to the campaign 
that was waged for the soldier bonus, would 
begin this year. 

This is merely another chapter of an 
old story. The veterans of the World War 
are setting about to cash in, just as have the 
veterans of all our other wars. 

A rather generous provision has bee 
made for caring for disabled veterans of 
World War and for widows and orphans of 
veterans who died as a result of disabilities 
suffered in the war. These provisions may 
or may not be adequate. They should be 
made to meet fully the needs in these cases. 
Every possible consideration should be 
shown those who have suffered because of 
their survice to the country. But there the 
consideration: should end. It is beyond this 
point that the veterans’ representatives pro- 
pose to go in squeezing new gratuities out 
of the public treasury. 

The soldier bonus, which Congress was 
frightened into paying before it was due, 
and compensatior in other forms, received 
by veterans of the World War, exceeded by 
far any provisions made by any other coun- 
try for war veterans. The bonus was paid 
on the distinct understanding that there 
would be no demand for general pensio 
But with proposed enlargements upon th 
pension plan for widows and orphans of 
World War veterans, the general pension 
will be clearly in sight.

Disagreeing with the  board’s 
statement to the press, in which 
it was said the resolution “merely 
states what has always been the 
unwritten policy of the union,“ 
Dr. Ward cited the cases of two 
board members who at different 
times joined the Communist par- 


y. 

“The board would have been in 
duty bound to point out that their 
resignations" were in order,” he 
said. “The further fact that one 
of these persons asked the board 
whether joining the Communist 
party made continuance on the 
board undesirable, and was an- 
swered ‘No,’ proves that the pol- 
icy of the resolution was not then 
the ‘unwritten policy of the union.’”

in Two Months. 


NEW YORK, March 4 (AP).— 
The Transport Workers’ Union is- 
sued a call today for protest meet- 
ings to combat a bar on strikes 
and the closed shop among work- 
ers on New York's projected uni- 
fied transit system. 

The no-strike, open-shop policy 
was laid down yesterday by Mayor 
LaGuardia, who announced that 
27.000 employes of the Interbor- 
ough and Brooxlyn-Manhattan 

ansit systems would be hired as 
@inicipal employes with civil serv- 
ice status when the city takes over 
the lines in two months. 

The union, reporting a member- 
ship of 50,000 on the city’s transit 
lines, announced a series of mass 
meetings this week to consider 
what action to take in the face 
of the stubborn refusal of Mayor 
LaGuardia to recognize the right 
of collective bargaining and union 
contracts for transit workers under 
unification.” 

The Mayor’s stand was disclosed 
in a joint reply to John J. Donnel- 
ly, general chairman of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
and former Councilman Michael J. 
Quill, TWU president, who asked 
how unification would affect work-

“No employe's status will depend 
upon his affiliation with any labor 
organization.

Nationwide Extension of Food 
Stamp Plan Waits on More Funds 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP), 
—Administration farm officials are 
considering extending on a nation- 
wide scale the stamp plan for dis- 
tributing surplus farm products 
among the needy. 

Although the plan’s future de- 
pends on action by Congress, about 
1,950,000 persons in 53 cities soon 
will be eligible, and arrangements 
are being made to adopt the sys- 


tem in other areas by July 1. 
Under the plan, families on re- 


lief purchase designated surplus 


food products at regular groceries 
with Government-issued stamps. 
The Government buys the stamps 
back from the grocers. 

The system’s future depends 
largely, officials said, on what ac- 


tion Congress takes on a presiden- 


tial recommendation that $72,000,- 
000 be appropriated for surplus 
food disposal besides $100,000,000

DMITTEDLY influenced by

of zanies,” Helen Hayes is these 
days a much different person from 
the one I interviewed two years 
ago. Talking more readily and 
laughing more easily, she is well 
aware of the change within her- 
self and the blame—or credit—she 
hands to members of the cast of 
“Ladies and Gentlemen,” the com- 
edy in which she now is touring. 

“In ‘Victoria Regina,“ she 
laughed, after I remarked that 
some of the old Hayes diginity was 
gone, “we were such nice, retiring 
people.
